Pro bed Fo ur Time» By Senate

W ASHINGTON— Though 
moM 
people 
have 
forgotten it, the senate of the Unite/i S’ate> has 
now investigated Sen. Joseph R. M eCartny or 
his charges four times, and each time he has 
been able one w ay or other to sq uirm out or 
uimp to a new subject. Judging by the way S en­ 
ator M undt of South Dak ota pick ed the sup­ 
posedly neutral counsel to investigate the ru r- 
rent M cC arthy-j\rm y probe, he should be abte 
if* wiggle out of the fifth, 


The four previous probes involving M cCaithy 
^nrf his charge.* were, 
1. The Malmeoy M assacre—in w h.ch McCar­ 
thy charged the U S. Arm y had tortured G ei- 
man w ar criminals found guilty of m urdering 
oefenseless A m erican prisoners in cold blood. 
The charge w'as in\e.stigated by gentle, fair- 
minded Sen. Ray Baldwin. Connecticut Republi­ 
can, who found M cCarthy completely wmong. 
W hereupon M cCarthy aiigrily stomped out of 
the hearings, denouncing Baldwin’s findings as 
a *‘deliberate and clever attem pt to whitewash 
the 
.American 
m ilitary,” 
and 
charging 
that 
Baldwin himself w'as “crirninany responsible” 
in the end, the disillusioned Baldwin wearily 
If signed to become a judge m Connecticut. 
2. Slate D epartm ent C om m unism —M aryland's 
veteran Sen. Millard Tvdings, a conservative 
Democrat, was the next to tak e on M cCarthy. 
Tydings investigated M cCarthy’s charges that 
there were 205 card-carrying Comrnuni.sts in 
the state departm ent and branded the story a 
‘ fraud and a hoax.” La.st month Gen. Bedell 
Smith. Eisenhower’s Chief of Staff in Europe 
and nowr undersecretary of stale, told a congres­ 
sional committee under oath that not one Com­ 
munist had been found in the state departm ent. 
Meanwhile, M cCarthy had again raised the cry 
of whitewash and carried the fight to Tydings’ 
home state, helping to defeat him for re-election. 
3. M aryland Election — M cCarthy’s campaign 
against Tydings was so dirty that the .state elec­ 
tions committee investigated and referred serious 
charges to the justice departm ent. But Mc­ 
Carthy jum ped on two of 
the 
investigating 
.senators, both Republicans — M argaret Chase 
Smith of Maine and Robert Hendrick son of New 
Jersey— accusing them of being “prejudiced” 
and lack ing a “back ground of legal training.” 
In tne end, one of the lesser campaign work ers, 
Jon Jonk el, took the rap for the dirty campaign, 
and M cCarthy, off the hook , cheerily announced: 
“1 think the M aryland election was one of the 
cleanest campaigns in the country.” 
L ater 
Attorney 
G eneral 
Brownell 
let 
the

President Eisenho>ver appointed Robert E. Lee, 
one of those nam ed in the M aryland probe, to | 
t-he im portant post of FCC commissioner.

4 M cCarthy's Finances— The most devastating 
charges against M cCarthy w ere brought by Sen. 
William 
Benton, Connecticut 
Democrat, 
who 
diew up a tw elve-point indictment accusing 
M cCarthy of unethical and dishonest conduct. 
M cCarthy never answ ered the charges but he 
bom barded the senate elections committee in­ 
vestigating him w ith ftery epithets. 
He charged that the committee 
wa# engaged 
m an effort to “discredit and destroy any man 
who fights Communist subversion,” suggested 
fhat “several United States senators have k nown 
Co mmunists o n their staffs,” and set his own 
staff lo o se o n the trail o f o ne 
of the investigating 
Senato rs. M cCarthy also challenged Benton 
to 
repeat his charges without senatorial immunity, 
which Benton did. M cCarthy sued, out recently 
dro pped his libel suit. 


Rehietont Senator» 


With this pai^ history m mind, no senator 
w^as anxious to tak e on the A rm y-M cCarthy 
probe. The White House onginaliy sent word to 
Republican leaders that the senate armed ser­ 
vices committee should investigate the A im y- 
M cCarthy wrangle. But this was the last thing 
Sen, Leverett SaltonstaU of Ma.ssachusetts, chair­ 
man of the committee, wanted. He i* up against 
a heavy Boston Irish vote in hie re-election 
campaign this year, and he rem em bered how 
Senator Lodge, another Republican from Mass­ 
achusetts, was defeated after he served on the 
Tydings 
committee 
investigating 
M cCarthy- 
State D epartm ent charges. So SaltonstaU duck ed. 
As a result, the GOP leaders took M cCarthy’s 
own suggestion—namely, that he step aside as 
chairm an and let the M cCarthy committee in- 
vestgiate McCarthy. 
Shortly thereafter came attem pts to drop the 
whole probe. One of IVIcCafthy's close friend.s 
on the committee. Sen. 
Everett 
Dirk sen. 
of 
Illinois, urged behind cio.sed doors that Mo- 
C arthy’s controversial chief counsel, Roy Cohn, 
and arm y counselor John Adams be suspended. 
This would have led to sidestepping the in- 
xestigation, but was rejected by everyone, in­ 
cluding McCarthy, who has subseq uently ehang- 
od his mind. 
More recently he has been trying to head off 
a showdowm hearing, and is tossing the whole 
controversy off as a Cohn-Adam s affair. 
Meanw’hile, two dozen nam es were tossed mío 
hat and juggled around befó se the M cC anny 
commiiie« 
finally pulled out Sarriuet B. Sears 
"f Bo.don to referee ’he A rm \-M cC arthy con- 
n-oversy. Actually. Mi. Sear.* suggested himself 
tor the job and the harassed tem porary chairm an. 
Sen. Carl M undt, reaching Seras by phone in 
Dallas w here he was on a business trip, ask ed 
him to come to Washington for consultation 
But the consultation, behind the commii-jt^fs 
closed doors, only scratched the surface 
Sen. 
H enry Jack son. Washington Democrat, q uestion­ 
ed the Boston attorney about a debate he had

Onlv the closest reading of American history 
could establish w hether it is true that the Senate 
today is more heavily laden with faults than

We cannot be sure tnat the present Senate 
does less about its internal problems than some 
other,* in hi^tory have done. But we can raise 
reasonable 
doubt

To the oul.*ider, thi.s Seiirtte more than most 
.seems to have the air of the self-protective 
club. A m em ber has to .*iep pre’ty far out of 
line, a.s Senator Langer did in the W arren case, 
before individual colleagues ri.st to chide him. 
Only the worst excesses seem to command 
the attention of the leadership it.*e!f

pressure then is sometimes exerted by learter- 
ship statements.

But the Senate stops short ot really 
treiariing on any toes. 
The virtual anarchy of the committee system 
is held by some 
to be the k ey. Once named, 
committee chairm en function

little czars,

or shutting off investigation^ as they choose. 
Each senator appears to fesr invading the pre­ 
rogative of his colleague, imagining that any 
unfriendly gesture will be returned in k ind. 
The committees, and the committee chairm en, 
are creatures of the Senate. But most often the 
Senate behaves as if it were pow'erless to con­ 
trol them. 
Perhaps some senators— and the leadership 
particularly—ought to be reminded that it i» 
the A m erican people who pay their mem bership 
dues in this fine club. And the people might 
therefore lik e to feel that the club memiiers 
are responsible to them, rather than simply to 
the other fellows in the lodge.

Heav y Smo king May Affect

One of those questions which ! have been 
dreaom g has arrived. “Is it true w nat n* being 
said about cigarets”" writes W. M. “ Are they 
more harm ful than a pipe or cigars?” 
This put.* me right m the middle of a contro­ 
versy w here I would ra the r not be. First, it i« 
presumed that the q uestion on cigarets refers 
to 
the 
recent report« that cigaret smok ing pre­ 
disposes to cancer of the lungs. The finger of 
suspicion has not been pointed at pipes or cigar« 
—at least not yet. 
It seems certain that there has been an in­ 
crease in the amount of cancer of the lungs 
and that this increa.se has gone hand in hand 
with the increase in cigaret smok ing. .Also, some 
investigators are convinced that long-continued 
and heavy cigaret smok ing definitely increase» 
the chances of developing lung cancer. 
.At present most students of the subject appear 
to feel that cigaret smok ing is not the only 
cause of cancer of the lung but that it is an 
im portant influence; few non-nga re t smok ers ac­ 
q uire thi> disease. So far as ‘he second q uestion 
on the relative haim fulness of pipe or cigar 
smok ing as compared with cigarets, I think no 
one actually k now*. 
.At the m om ent however, there are some defi- 
ndeiy accepted facts about smok ing on which 
nearly all are agreed. Tobacco smok e irritates 
the delicate 
mucous lining of the breathing 
passage.* and certainly tends to cause a coated 
tongue. Heavy smok ing will also affect the throat 
ami larynx and freq uently leads to slight cough 
and hoar.seness 
Someone who stops heavy smok ing suddenly 
usually gams weight merely because he or she 
eats more Smok ing increases the acid secretions 
of stomach .and, therefore, is usually banned for 
tho.*e w hh ulcers of the stomach. 
Sho rten.s Breath 
It is q uite well k nown that smok ing intei feres 
with a’hletic prowess, and shorines.* of breath 
on e xe rion in heavy smok er.* is characteristic. 
It is k nown, too. that in certain diseases of 
the blood vessels, such as R aynaud’.* Disease or 
B uerger’s Disease, tobacco is definitely harm ful 
and must be discontinued. 
These are a few of the speculations and facts 
about smok ing. I suspect, though I cannot prove 
It. that ‘he effects differ a good deal from person 
to person and that it m ay be relatively haimle.*.* 
for some 'iiid extrem elv undesirable, for other*.
